NO DEMAND FOR CARDIFF COAL. 


London, Jan. 16.—The remission of 


the coal duties by the United States 
congress appears to have little or no 
effect on the British market. It IB 
realized here that America will never 
become a permanent customer for 
English coal and that shipments to 
the United States will cease the mo- 
ment the American supply overtakes 
the demand. At present there 
are 


only two American orders on the Car- 
diff market, as compared with at least 
a dozen a fortnight ago, and even in- 
quiry for cargoes has slackened.

Judge Taylor, notwith- 
standing his advanced years, gavo 
personal attention to one of the larg- 
est law practices in Indiana and his

Opposition in State Senate to 


Naming Army Post for 


Former President 


(Special to Tho Sentinel.) 


Indianapolis, 
Jan. 
16.—Today's 


sessions in both house and senate 
were without special interest or in- 
cident, save for an extended debate 
in the senate in which members on 
the minority side took rather a sur- 
prising attitude in warmly eulogiz- 
ing the late President Benjamin Har- 
rison and supporting the movement 
toward naming the military post for 
this city Fort Benjamin Harrison. 


The republicans, on the other hand, 


were placed in the embarrassing po- 
sition of urging another man's name 
for the post as against that of Har- 
rison. 


The debate came about upon ques- 


tion of adoption of report from mili- 
tary affairs committee on resolution 
calling on the secretary of war to 
name the post here after Gen. Pleas- 
ant A. Hackelman, tho only general 
officer from Indiana who lost his life 
in the civil war. 


The majority of the committee rec- 


ommended adoption of the report, 
while a minority report signed by 
Senators Fortune and Harrison, both 
democrats, was for indefinite post- 
ponement. 


Democratic senators extolled Gen- 


eral Harrison as the greatest man 
Indiana had ever produced and said 
that it was due his memory that the 
fort be named for him. 


On the other hand, the republicans 


contended that General Harrison's 
memc ,-y was secure and that nothing 
that can be done now will add addi- 
tional luster to his name, while the 
narnft of Hnckelmnn needed • some 
such lasting monument 


The situation -n-as the result of a 


shrewd move on the part of the dem- 
ocrats to put the republicans in th< 
hole by placing them on record as 
opposing a movement to honor the 
memory of General Harrison and in 
this Fortune and Harrison were suc- 
cessful, although, of course, their mi- 
nority report was not adopted. The 
original resolution was adopted by 
a party vote. 


Both senate and house adjourned 


today until Monday.

SEVENTY MINUTES IN HOUSE. 


The house of representatives yes- 


terday stayed in sesson seventy min- 
utes, passed the Morgan bill for elec- 
tion of school commissioners in In- 
dianapolis, introduced twenty-five 
new bills, indefinitely postponed six 
old ones and advanced four to second 
reading. 


The most 
important of the new 


bills introduced are those to prevent 
banking by corporations organized 
for other purposes, to create a state 
board for the furnishing of bodies for 
dissection to the colleges cf the state, 
forbidding the killing of quail and 
amending the fee and salary law so 
that county officials shall draw their 
salaries regardless of the amounts 
of feoa they have collected. 
Repre- 


sentative Denbo also sent up a bill to 
wipe out infant 
insurance in this 


state, but it was promptly killed in 
committee during tho afternoon. 


Tho house adjourned at 11:15 un- 


til 10 this morning, and the after- 
noon was given up to a number of 
committee meetings.

has introduced a bill in the house to 
protect dealers in pop, beer, etc., by 
allowing them to register the identi- 
fication marks of their bottles with 
the county clerk, and have right of 
search warrants for bottles.

quiring the roads to schedule the 
time of trains. 


Senator Gray acknowledged that 


the suit is intended to affect the Du- 
bois county suit, but. notwithstand- 
ing this, and the effort of the demo- 
crats to amend the measure by strik- 
ing out the emergency clause or add- 
ing a provision declaring that the 
bill shall not affect pending litiga- 
tion, the railroad lobby, headed by 
S. D. Wellman, general counsel for 
the road, was able to defeat the pro- 
posed changes and to have the bill 
passed to engrossment.

reading. Senator Milburn, who rep-

After the Injec- 
tion of formaline tho patiently recov- 
ered rapidly. 


The belief at tho start.was that the 


patient was dying and most radical 
measures were used to save her life. 
Five hundred cubic centimetres of 
formaline were Injected into the left 
arm. 
The effect seemed, according to 


Dr. Barrows' report to be almost in- 
stantaneous. A second injection was 
given her and her pulse and tempera- 
ture fell to normal. The patient is re- 
covering now. 


Experiments are being made on ani- 


mals and other important results are 
expected. The injection of formaline 
into the veins had never been heard 
of until Dr. Barrows read his paper.

HABD NOT TO BE A CHBISTIAN. 


"It is harder not to be a Christian 


than it is to live a Christian life, and 
I will prove it to you by this action 
of Pilate's. In the first place, 
he 


went against his convictions, and 
what is harder for a man to do than 
go ag-aiiist his convictions? Hard as 
it is, however, it is being done by 
a great many young people of our 
l^.Tid ju-'t for a few years of pleasure. 
Going against their convictions for 
a pack of cards or a dance or so, and 
utterly ignoring the eternal happi- 
ness they might have if they were 
followers of Christ. 
The most use- 


ful life a man can lead is that of a 
follower of Jesus Christ. 


"Second, Pilate went against his 


consceience, and that is another hard 
thing for a man to do. I don't care 
how wicked a man is, I contend that 
he etill has a conscience. I some- 
times think that conscience is the 
undying worm which Jesus speaks 
about. 
One day on the street I 


passed a tramp, who stepped up to 
me and asked roe for a dime to buy 
himself a cup of coffee and a sand- 
wich. 
said: 
__.. 


thing to eat; you wan't to buy a 
drink. I am a minister of the gos- 
pel, hut I am going to give you a 
dime, but for God's sake buy what 
you asked me for at first.' He looked 
at me with tears in his eyes and 
said: 'I waa not always like this 
and at one time saw much more pros- 
perous times. My habits, however, 
got the best of m« and brought me 
to where you see me now.' That man 
had a conscience, and even though 
he had sunk to the lowest depths, he 
could feel It. 


'I was in a mission at one time 


in New York when a woman upon 
whose face years of sin had left its 
mark arose and said: 'I am going 
to visit my mother's grave tomorrow 
for the first time in five years.

have not done so before because I 
have not been worthy, but now I 
have given my heart to Jesus and I 
can go with a clear conscience.' 


WIFE MAN'S BEST FBIEND. 
"Third, Pilate went against the 


advice of his best friend—his wife. 
I always take the advice of my wife 
and I find that whenever I do BO I 
don't go very far wrong. Take your 
wives' advice, men, 
and you will 


find that they'll keep you straight 


"I think by these few remarks that 


I have proved to you that it is harder 
for a man not to be a Christian than 
it is for him to be one. He who is 
not a follower of Jesus Christ has a 
hard time of it. 


"Pilate rejected Jesus through a 


mistaken idea of personal interest. 
He at first refused to give up Jesus 
and withstood all the threats and 
entreaties hurled at him until they 
said to him: 'This man claims to 
be a king, and if you defend him 
you are no friend of Caesar's.' So 
for fear that he would lose his posi- 
tion, he gave up Jesus and wenl 
through a mock form of getting ric 
of the guilt by washing his hands 
A great many people nowadays are 
just like Pilate was. 
They reject 


Jesus through a mistaken Idea o 
personal interest 
They 
think if 


they follow the Lord it will take 
away some of their pleasures, where 
If they do become a follower o: 
Jesus, the pleasures will be added to 
tenfold. 


WHAT YOU MUST DO. 


"You must do one of two things 


with Jesus. You must either reject 
or accept him. If you do the former 
It is Just like shutting the door of 
mercy In your face and throwing 
away your own happiness.

1902 IMPROVEMENTS 


Work in Streets, Alleys and 


Sewers Cost a Total 


of $196,001,65, 


The annual report of the city civil 


engineer. F. M. Randall, presented to 
the board of public works Thursday 
evening, sets forth in detail the pub- 
lic improvements made in Fort Wayne 
in 1902, and the total cost was $196.- 
001.65. Of this sum the city 
paid 


$13,260.23. and property owners $182,- 
741.22. Forty-one contracts for street, 
alley and sewer Improvement were 
completed during the year, and nine- 
teen remain unfinished. 


STREET PAVING. 


Two miles of streets were paved, 


portions of eight streets being thus 
improved. In all 40,355 square yards 
of different materials were laid. The 
total cost of the street pavements was 
$79,172.03. Of this the property own- 
ers paid $61.377.31, the city $11,213.31, 
and the Fort Wayne Traction com- 
pany $6,581.41. A fraction over a mile 
of sheet asphalt was laid at a cost of 
$44,650.46 and a fraction less than a 
mile of Canton 
Metropolitan block 


cost $34,521.57. 
The total length of 


the streets paved in the city is now 
31 1-2 miles, as follows: 


Trinidad, asphalt, 6.GC3 miles; Al- 


catraz, asphalt. 3,470 miles; Bermudez 
asphalt, 0.995 miles; brick and block, 
12.314 miles; 
asphalt block, 0.167 


miles; cedar block, 7.813 miles; cob- 
ble stone, 0.080 miles. 


The streets paved during the year 


were: Wayne street, from Hanover to 
Grant avenue, sheet asphalt; Taber 
street, from Calhoun to Webster.sheet 
asphalt; Bucbanan street, from Hanna 
to Winter, sheet asphalt; Maiden 
lane, from Main to Berry, sheet as- 
phalt; Columbia street, from Calhoun 
to Barr, shale block; Main street.from 
St. Mary's river bridge to city limits 
west, shale block; 
Rockhill 
street, 


from "Old Main" street to "Now Main'' 
streeet, shale block. Maumee avenue 
is still in an uncompleted state, cold 
weather stopping operations. 


ALLEYS AND SIDEWALKS. 


Parts of three alleys were 
pavncl 


with brick, the total length being 775 
teet and the cost $1.876.48. The city 
paid only $48.55 of the amount. The 
total length of paved alleys is 3.04 
miles, there being 2.60 miles of brick 
and 0.44 miles of cedar block. 


Street, gradlnpc cost $415.82. the im- 


provements of this character being 
1B53 feet in. length. There was only 
300 feet of alley grading, which cost 
$48.

built at a cost of $1,986.13, or an aver- 
age cost of 41 conts per llnoal foot. 
There was also laid 2,002 feet of ce- 
'ment sidewalk at a total cost of $1,- 
975.51. The right to lay walks under 
private

was 
granted 
to 


numerous property owners and much 
ol the engineer's time was occupied In 
giving grades and lines for tho same. 


City Engineer Randall 
during the 


year superintended the construction of 
two main and nine local sewers. The 
South Wayne sewer, the contract for 
which was let in March, 1900, was com- 
pleted and accepted during tho latter 
part, of the year. The total length of 
the new sewers ia 3.64 miles, varying 
in size from a twelve-inch clay pipe 
sewer to a six-foot double ring brick 
sower. All sewers cost 
$110,384.20. 


The total length of the sewerage sys- 
tem of the city Is 66% miles.

Live Stock Men Will Battle 


for Anti-Trust Laws in 


All the States, 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 16.—The 


sixth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Live Stock association finished 
its labors here today. The work of the 
last sessions consisted in passing 
upon resolutions favorably recom- 
mended by the executive committee 
in the delivery and discussion of sev- 
eral addresses of interest, In tlie nam- 
ing of a convention city and in con- 
firming the old officers for the ensu- 
ing year, all of whom had been rec- 
omended for re-election. 


Hon. William M. Springer spoke. 


Mr. Springer, after detailing the pro- 
ceedings in equity begun ty Attorney 
General Knox, in Chicago, last May, 
against the so-called beef trust, said: 


"You who are so deeply interested 


in this matter ought to assist the 
government in every manner possi- 
ble in its efforts to enforce the Sher- 
man anti-trust law in the suit now 
pending -in Chicago.'' 
, 


Continuing, Mr. Springer said: 
"The pending euit in Chicago has 


had the effect so far to prevent the 
organization by the defendants of a 
great merger corporation, capitalized 
at several hundred millions of dollars, 
for the purpose of uniting all pack- 
ing plants in this country into one 
organization, to be managed and con- 
trolled by one board of trustees. The 
raisers of live stock in this country 
would, if such a merger corporation 
were formed, be compelled to sell all 
their products to one purchaser and 
that purchaser would fix the prices to 
be paid, the number of live stock to 
be purchased and the places at which, 
they would purchase and pay for tho 
Btimc. Gentlemen of this convention, 
ore you ready and willing to subject 
all your Interests to such a condi- 
tion? 
If not, you owe it to your- 


selves to aid the government of the 
United States in all its efforts to 
prevent tho formation of such a mer- 
ger corporation." 


When Judge Springer 
had con- 


cluded his address President John 
W. Springer took occasion to refer 
to the bill submitted by the associa- 
tion's counsel. This bill, said Presi- 
dent Springer, would embody all the 
pood points contained in the Sherman 
anti-trust law, as well as tho good 
points of all bills along this line now 
pending in congress. 
When it be- 


comes a law It would, he asserted, 


a-^.H»' any trust that now exists 


or that may ever be formed. If the 
packing people thought that they 
had the ability to fight this ques- 
tion they would find that they were 
mistaken, said he. 
"We are will-

The annual meeting of the Asso- 


ciated Charities was held last even- 
ing in the assembly room of the court 
house, about fifty persons being in 
attendance. 
Complete reports of the 


year's work were given by the dif- 
ferent officers and Mrs. A. D. Guild 
gave her annual address. 
Musical 


numbers were given by the Frail 
Holm Ladies' orchestra and by Miss 
Hettler, who sang a solo, and by 
Mrs. F. E. Rlblet and 
Mrs. T. J. 


Crlghton, who rendered a duet. 


Mrs. Guild outlined the work of the 


society and stated that over $1,100 
had been distributed for the relief 
of the needy in the past year. Com- 
parison with other 
cities 
smaller 


than Fort Wayne showed that this 
city was contributing less for char- 
itable purposes than'they. 


MRS. 
GTTILD'S ADDRESS. 


Mrs. 
Guild's address was as fol- 


lows: 


"The Associated Charities, or, as it 


is also called, the Charity Organiza- 
tion society, did not spring into ex- 
istence suddenly, fully armed and 
equipped for the battle with the 
causes of poverty, but it is the grad- 
ual outgrowth of attempts to solve 
the problem of the best way to help 
the poor. 


"In the days of long ago, when peo- 


ple had time and opportunity to bo 
personally interested in their fellow 
townsmen. friends 
and neighbor*?. 


and when neighbors meant friends, 
or at least acquaintances, it was sale 
to give almost unquestioningly direct 
relief to the needy, for there was lit- 
tle danger of imposture and the habit 
of dependence was not so common. 


"Since those days many years of 


indiscriminate alms-giving have be- 
queathed to us an army of mendi- 
cants and paupers. This army in- 
creased so rapidly by the ease with 
which help was obtained, by the in- 
fluence of example and the training 
of children and children's children, 
that thoughtful men and women wers 
moved to organized effort to check 
the evil. 


"Tha first thing necessary for this 


organized effort was knowledge—a 
thorough knowledge—of the condi- 
tions and the causes producing them. 
This knowledge, when complete and 
adequate, as it must be to be of use, 
came, as it were, in fragments, from 
many sources and extending over n 
long period of time. 
There arose, 


therefore, a need for a central bureau, 
when those fragments, gathered from 
many sources and at different times, 
might be collected and put into shape 
to be made available when -needed. 
This, in turn, called for nn agent to 
receive, tabulate and register, and to 
investigate. It became apparent that 
there was need of united action on 
the part of those giving help, of all 
the charitable agencies, tli.it they 
might get and 
give information, 


might each profit by the experience 
of the others, and not counteract eacli 
other's efforts. From all these neens 
and the effort to meet them has 
sprung the Charity Organization So- 
ciety; or, as we call it, the As- 
sociated ClituiUcs. 


"In my school days it was custom- 


ary to have periodical reviews of 
what we had studied, and these were 
not unprofitable. 
The Associated 


Charities has been in active operation 
in Fort Wayne for about eight years, 
and perhaps the time has come when 
a review of its aims and work may 
not be out of place, even though the 
story has been told before. It has 
been suggested that I call your atten- 
tion to the position which this so- I 
ciety holds among the tctive forces 
of Fort Wayne, and to ask, 'Is it 
worth while?'

formation concerning any case which 
may have been reported to you, or 
which may have come under your 
own observation, and learn what has 
been done, what is being done, and 
what, in the opinion of one who has 
had experience, probably should be 
done. 


"You can ask the agent to invest! 


gate for you, arid to either report to 
.you for action, or refer the applicant 
to the proper source for help. 


"Although you know it is unwise 


to give indiscriminately at the door, 
you need not send one away empty- 
handed, for, by means of either a 
ticket or a note to the Associated 
Charities, you can give the applicant 
a chance to get the help he needs, 
while you are relieved of the re- 
sponsibility of judging between sin- 
cerity and imposture. 


"You are less frequently annoyed 


by street beggars and tramps, be- 
cause of this Charity Organization so- 
ciety. 


"You can frequently get help for 


various kinds of work by applying 
to room 8, city hall, for the Associ- 
ated Charities nets as a free employ- 
ment 
bureau, 
finding 
temporary 


work for many and permanent places 
for a more limited number. 


VACANT LOT CULTIVATION. 
It 
controls the 
cultivation 
of 


vacant lots, which gives to many 
of our citizens,opportunlties for self- 
help which they would not otherwise 
have. We could name families, if it 
were kind or wise to do so, formerly 
on the charity list, who have been 
made self-reliant througii this branch 
of the work. Probably the report of 
no department will indicate greater 
monetary returns than this, for the 
secretary's report will show that an 
investment of $4 on the part of the 
Associated Charities, hss girer. !ts 
patrons 
opportunity 
for 
earning 


something like $300 for themselves. 
A profit of 7,500 per cent, speaks 
well for any business venture. 


"The work room is a help to women 


to earn what is given them. 


"The relief societies desire to give 


intelligent aid, which shall make th-: 
recipients agents in their own up- 
lifting. This union makes it easier 
to do this, for the difficulties of find- 
ing out the true condition and gain- 
ing that knowledge which we have 
alluded to as being so essential, are 
Materially lessened by this concerted 
action, and a comparison of theories 
and methods leads to a selection of 
the best. 


SCOPE OF THE WORK. 


"Though the association, as an as- 


sociation, does not give material re- 
life, but refers the needs to the proper 
source—church, society or individ- 
ual—yet in cases of emergency relief 
is not withheld, and the "golden- 
book fund" is replenished as fast 
as it i« exhlusted. Thin will nlwnyn 
be the case as long as certain mem- 
bers remain on our executive com- 
mittee. Bed tape and routine will 
not hinder the relieving of immedi- 
ate distress. Perhaps the .most fre- 
quent calls upon it are made by 
strangers—women or men with wives 
and 
sometimes 
with 
children, 


have come into the city and are with- 
out moans for shelter or food. Such 
needs must be met at once, whether 
Investigation shows worthiness or un- 
worthincss. In fact, there are some 
cases where relief and then investi- 
gation is the proper order. 


"The amount of good done by the 


faithful corps of Friendly Visitors 
can never be estimated. 
Not only 


are the families whom they stimu- 
late and cheer and find menns for 
permanently bettering benefited, but 
every family which is rescued from 
pauperism or which is kept 
from 


crossing the line between poverty ana 
pauperism, which is encouraged to 
train its children to self-dependence, 
adds to the wealth and resources of 
the city. 


THE REFLEX BENEFIT. 


"Tlie reflex benefit which comes to 


the friendly 
visitor himself must 


not be overlooked. The contact with 
less fortunate 
lives, 
the entering 


into sympathy with their burdens 
and sorrows, the lessons of patience, 
endurance and contentment, of fam- 
ily devotion, of the generosity of. the 
poor to the poor, broadens and beau- 
tifies the character of the friend or 
visitor who will share MB life with 
others, and give himself the oppor- 
tunity to gain this larger experi- 
ence. 


"It was through this society that 


that sweet charity which awakena 
a response in the hearts of all who 
ever hear of it, the Visiting Nurse 
League, 
was formed, and it is 


through the central office that its 
work of ministering to the sick and | 
suffering 
is directed; 
that work' 


which gives to the poor the same 
skilled nursing and care that the 
more fortunate may command, and 
which teaches people in their own 
homes how to observe sanitary laws 
and care for their own sick. 


PTTBPOSE OF THE WORK. 


"In reviewing the work of the As- 


sociated Charities, and showing how 
the public can use it, I do not wish 
to leave the impression that its pur- 
pose is to eliminate the personal ele- 
ment from charity work, to show 
that .all the public has to do ia to 
subscribe so much, a year to the so- 
ciety and then throw off all respon- 
sibility. 
The soul of the work is 


individual work, and he who works 
in the spirit of true charity uses the 
charity organization society only as 
a means to an end, as a safeguard 


.thrown around his sympathies, as an 
Went for discovering need, and for 
gaining the results of systematic 
intelligent inquiries which will pre- 
vent mistakes of hasty judgments, 
mistakes which 
may permanently 


injure those whom there is really an 
earnest desire to help. 


"The object of this review is to 


prove, if it can, that the Associated 
Charities is one of the active forces 
of Fort 
Wayne; 
that it is worth 


something to the 
community, and 


that, if it were blotted out of being 
tonight, its non-existence would be 
a distinct loss. 


"When, therefore, it comes before 


the public, as it does once each year, 
asking for means to do its work, it 
comes, not as a pauper begging for 
alms, but rather as a public servant 
claiming recognition for its services 
to the public. 
FREEDOM FROM ANNOYANCE. 
"To be freed from the many calls 


of professional beggars and to have 
a way provided, both kind and just, 
of disposing of those who do apply, 
is worth to the men and women in 
the business part of our city all and 
more than is given by them to the 
support of this society, while the 
quarters and 
dimes 
which, to be 


freed from annoyance, would other- 
wise be indiscriminately bestowed, 
would probably amount annually to 
more than our largest subscription, 
twenty-five dollars. 


"Is it not worth something to any 


citizen to know that there is a place 
to which he can refer all doubtful 
cases, and that one whose experience 
has taught him how, will, at his re- 
quest, investigate for him and re- 
port? That he can, with less risk of 
doing harm, administer his individ- 
ual charities. 


"Is 
it worth 
nothing 
to Fort 


Wayne generally, that there is a sys- 
tematic, united effort to find the best 
means for improving the condition 
of the poor, of rendering the needy 
self-supporting 
and 
preventing 


children 
from 
becoming paupersP 


That even a few families have their 
lives brightened 
and an impulse 


given to better living by the friendly 
visitor; that the sick poor have train- 
ed 
and 
loving 
nursing in their 


homes; that medicines, nourishing 
food and all the appliances necessary 
for cleanliness and proper care, and 
which are too often entirely lacking, 
can be brought to them? 


"When 
we consider all that is 


done, even though it 
may be im- 


perfectly done, the cost of mainte- 
nance of the association 
is small. 


Smaller than it should be in a city 
of this size, for the lack of means 
hampers the carrying out of plans 
which would meet more contingen- 
cies. 
Many items of expense not 


enumerated, and the balance on the 
wrong side of the treasurer's book 
each year are provided for by 
the 


generosity and quiet gifts of a few 
of the executive commltte*. 
Th« 


work of the general secretary is be- 
coming more arduous, and from his 
larger experience more valuable each 
year, and should receive Just consid- 
eration. There should be, connected 
with it, a Friendly Inn, or Wayfar- 
ers' Lodge, which would give a more 
secure protection to the people from 
tramps and impostors, and provide 
a place for the shelterless and emer- 
gency cases. 


TOTAL MONEY EXPENDED. 


"The treasurer's report will show 


that the total amount expended for 
the year 1902 was between $1,000 
and $1,100 dollars. In Bloomington, 
Illinois, a city smaller than our own, 
ihe iam report shows an expenditure 
of $1,275. In Peoria, Ills., but lit- 
tle larger than Fort Wayne, $1,750, 
and in Evansvllle, Ind,, a rival of 
our city, $1,672. In Dayton, Ohio, it 
was $3,681, $1,555 of that being for 
salaries. 
But Dayton is somewhat 


larger than Fort Wayne, and the As- 
sociated 
Charities 
maintains 
a 


Friendly Inn. 
This feature of the 


work has long been the desire and 
aim of your present board here, and 
it hopes the time is not far distant 
when the dream will become a real- 
ity- 


"As this is a review lesson I may 


be pardoned for re-quoting from Jo- 
seph Chamberlain in a speech before 
a Birmingham audience. He says: 
'What I have to say is that the com- 
munity as a whole, co-operating for 
the good of all, may do something to 
add to the sum of human happiness 
—something to make the lives of all 
its citizens, especially the poorer, 
somewhat better, somewhat nobler, 
somewhat greater 
somewhat hap- 


pier.' 


"This queston, then, is worthy of 


our 
consideration. 
Is it 
worth 


while for the community as a whole 
to co-operate 
with the Associated 


Charities in its efforts to add to the 
sum of human happiness, or is there 
a better way? We want the best." 


Secretary 0. E. Mohler in his re- 


port stated that while cases of actual 
destitution 
were rare, 
there was 


never lack of opportunity for chari- 
table work. 


"Our work tests," said Mr. Moh- 


ler, "remain the same as heretofore: 
the workroom for women, the culti- 
vation of vacant lots-and labor yard 
for men. The success attending the 
gardening of lots has been more pro- 
nounced than any other year. 
Fif- 


teen persons cultivated ground and 
the statement of products harvested 
is below rather than in excess: In 
bushels—Potatoes, 95; tomatoes, 31; 
turnips, 20; green beans, 35; sweet 
potatoes, 8; field corn, 45; popcorn, 9; 
cabbage, 3,250 heads; green sugar 
corn, several spring wagon loads by 


on* and large' amounts by all, culti- 
vators, besides various kinds of gar- 
den truck. 
A fair estimate would 


approximate 9300. 
One man sold 


from 
his garden 
produce to the 


amount of $35. The use of the land, 
with one exception, 
was donated, 


and the cost to the association was 
$4.25." 


No regular line of employment can 


be given to applicants, but they are 
given Jobs of cleaning alleys, shovel- 
ing snow and such other odd work 
as can be secured. 
The men em- 


ployed are paid by orders for what 
they require. 
During 
the winter 


months last year $120.19 worth of 
orders were redeemed by the associa- 
tion. 


Mr. Mohler referred to the good 


feeling existing between the associa- 
tion and the public officials, chari- 
table societies and the public. 
In 


his statistical 
report 
Mr. Mohler 


stated that during the past year the 
applications numbered 348, of which 
91 had not before applied and 257 
were recurrent. 
These applications 


represented 569 adults and 788 chil- 
dren; 248 resident 
families 
with 


children, 
38 without; 
6 resident 


single men; 23 resident women; 20 
homeless men; Z homeless women; 
11 homeless families. 


Of 240 new cases no investigation 


was made and In 125 cases no im- 
mediate need was apparent, or the 
proffered aid was refused, or no no- 
tion was necessary. 
Of 30 men of- 


fered work at the labor yard 22 ac- 
cepted it, and from the central office 
11 women were sent to the work- 
room. Aid was secured through the 
Belief union 
32 times; 
Visiting 


Nurse league, 50; individuals, 54; 
Elks, 30; trustees, 27; churches, 15; 
Lakeside Aid society, 2; Ladies' He- 
brew Benevolent society, 2; home for 
emergencies, 1; relatives, 1; Colum- 
bia street mission, 1. Cases referred 
to trustees, 
3; board of children's 


guardians, 2; relatives, 1; Humane 
society, 1; police, 1; sent to hospital, 
1; warned to quit begging, 1. Two 
persons gave false addresses; tem- 
porary employment was secured for 
men and women 68 times; permanent 
places were procured for poor per- 
sons. 
Of tha total number dealt 


with 142 came directly to the central 
office. 83 were sent by citizens or 
individuals, 25 by trustees, 11 by 
the Elks, 14 by the Humane society, 
19 by other societies, 6 by the Belief 
union, 
3 by the Visiting 
Nurse 


league, 3 by churches, 2 by the board 
of health, 4 by other charity organi- 
zations.

The wealth that buys 
things seems to be our dally god. The 
prayers we say in church have no 
meaning because we do not me:in 
them. The very charity we dispense 
Is an act of proxy which represents no 
thought, no sacrifice and no human 
affection. 
We give because it is cus- 


tomary or as a means of silencing (God 
pity ua!l our wnklug consciences that 
In spite of us sometimes remind us 
that there Is a human brotherhood. 


"Dny 
after day. with monotonous 


treadmill regularity, follows one func- 
tion after another—receptions, tens, 
theaters, concerts, gnyeties. self. self, 
self—while the city grows up in Its po- 
litical life, rotten, vile, uncared for by 
the money grubbers so long as too 
much blackmail Is not levied on the 
business In which we are engaged. 
Practically vs-e have said nil these 
years to this city, where our money 
has been runde: 'We care nothing for 
your real life. All that we want out of 
you is a living for ourselves, n luxuri- 
ous living. Let ljie preachers nnd the 
philanthropists nnd the professional 
reformers see to all the painful and 
disagreeable details of human misery 
and social wrong. We are too busy 
with our money making to be dis- 
turbed by crlos for justice or righteous- 
ness.' Father, yon know this Is the 
sort of life you plnn for me to perpetu- 
nte. Your ambition for me Is to have 
me enter the bank, to become an ex- 
pert In finance, to marry and nuiiiage 
a luxurious, proud, exclusive establish- 
ment and train my children to follow 
on In the same path, keeping the name 
bf the Gordons ns n social nnd finan- 
cial word to speak In the city nnd in 
select circles ns n synonym for distin- 
guished wealth and high breeding, un- 
mixed with any vulgar association 
with common humanity. I say such a 
career fills me with horror. I feel as if 
all these years I hud been living under 
the condemnation of an angry God, 
and I cannot and I wil! not any longer 
live such n life. You have no right to 
nsk me to do It. I hnve no right to at- 
tempt It." 


"Is that your answer to my ques 


tlon? I asked you what you were *o 
lug to do." 


Rijfus Gordon had not moved a mus- 


cle during Ills son's talk, nnd he spoke 
now in an easy, contemptuous manner.' 


John Gordon came up to the side of 


the table opposite his f ether and looked 
keenly across at him. Then he turned 
away and went over to one of the 
great windows and looked out on the 
fashionable avenve.

STATEMENT OF RAILWAYS 


Companies Explain the Neces- 


sity for an Increase in 


Freight Rates, 


The only change In the freight move- 


ment on the east and west 
lines 


through this city today is that It is 
heavier than it has been at any time 
since the rush commenced and the sit- 
uation on those lines where a conges- 
tion exists is even more embarrassing 
than it was at the time that an em- 
bargo was placed 
upon 
eastbound 


"dead" freight. The Nickel Plate has 
not received a

ot eastbound 


freight since last Monday and today 
the Wabash is instructed to receive no 
freight for the cast via the Detroit 
and Buffalo division, where one of the 
worst blockades in the history of the 
company is on today. The Pennsyl- 
vania is more favorably situated than 
the lines mentioned, because Its re- 
sources are greater. 
It cnn call upon 


branch lines where the movement is 
not heavy for engines and oven nn- 
glno crews, If the necessity 
arises, 


and (he company is thus able to pre- 
vent anything apr<roach!r.5 a serious 
blockade. Last night six or eight en- 
gine crews were sent to Crestline to 
man that number of engines borrowed 
from the eastern divisions and today 
the westbound movement Is being aug- 
mented to the extent that It will re- 
lieve the situation In that direction 
anil tomorrow and the following days 
the castbound movement will be in- 
creased until the sidings are compara- 
tively free from loaded cars. There is 
little prospect of an improvement in 
the situation on the Wabash and the 
Nickel Plate for some time, unless the 
companies are able to got assistance.

of Pittsburg to the extent of approxi- 
mately $110,000. 
From 
then 
until 


June 30, last, the Pennsylvania says it 
paid no rebates. 
While the cost of i 


material and labor is an important fac- 
tor in justifying its restoration 
of 


rates affected by the increases, the 
Pennsylvania points to the increased 
cost of operation due to the difficulty 
of moving an abnormally large traffic. 
It. claims that during periods of com- 
mercial depression rates are reduced, 
but when business is active and profit- 
able to manufacturers and shippers it 
is reasonable that railroads 
should 


share in It. The Pennsylvania com- 
pany says that allowances (or rebates) 
approximating $1)0,000 or $60.000 were 
made from July 1, 1901, to January 1, 
1902, but none have since been grant- 
ed. Since May 1. last, the average rate 
of wages ot employes has Increased 
about 8>,j per cent. Tho Pennsylvania 
company estimates that the advance 
In the rates of grain, groin products, 
dressed beet and export 
provisions 


will Increase Its revenue only $150.000

The Lehigh Valley replies that, thore

Chester county, Pennsylvania, where 
the stars and stripes were first un- 
furled In combat against the British, 
there Is a remarkable collection of 
monuments. 
One of them was built 


by public subscription. It is a terra- 
cotta shaft that cost $300. 


The other monuments, numbering 


r. ccorc or mere, 
nrc the result of 


private enterprise. John O. Taylor, 
a retired banker of West Chester, has 
spent more than $50,000 In build- 
ing shafts and statues on the bat- 
tlefield and he declares that if neces- 
sary ho will devote his entire for- 
tune to securing the proper preserva- 
tion of the historic sites of Brandy- 
wine. 


The $300 monument was erected 


by the Cheater county Historical so- 
ciety to mark the spot where Lafay- 
ette was wounded. It was unveiled 
on Sept. 11, 1895, the anniversary of 
tho battle. 
The orator of the day 


declared that, "like the Babylonian 
records written on clay," this terra- 
cotta monument "should defy the 
tooth of time." 


In spite of this poetic outburst tho 


shaft soon tumbled down. 
It has 


been replaced by a second terra-cotta 
shaft, which was completed the oth- 
er dny. 


The monuments 
erected by Mr. 


Taylor 
are near the 
Birmingham 


Qua.-cer meeting house, where 
the 


fiercest part of the battle was fought. 
This building is today the same pic- 
turesque little one-story 
structure 


that it was when the first settlers 
met there. 


In the original graveyard adjoin- 


ing it, where neither headstones nor 
mounds were allowed by the early 
members of the faith, nearly 300 
Americans were killed while fight- 
ing behind the stone wall surround- 
ing the plot. The old burial ground 
remains simply an enclosed 
level 


field, with no indication of the stir- 
ring scenes once enacted there. 


When the Quakers no longer deem- 


ed it necessary to refuse to mark the 
graves of their dead they laid out 
another cemetery north of the meet- 
ing house and there the erection of 
low headstones was permitted. Later 
a third cemetery was provided 
for 


those who are not bound by Quaker 
customs, and here Mr. Taylor is ex- 
ercising his hobby by adorning the

spot with memorials in marble and 
granite. 


He began by marking the grave of 


his great-grandfather, who partici- 
pated in the battle. Then he erected 
statues in memory of his wife 
and 


child, the figures which represent 
Christ and the Virgin Mary, having 
been carved in Italy at a cost of 
$10,000. 


Next he proceeded 
to honor the 


memory of various commanders who 
performed acts of bravery in the bat- 
tle. 
The most conspicuous monu- 


ment of this kind is one to Lafay- 
ette. It is 45 feet high and com- 
posed of huge blocks of native gran- 
ite. 


Becently Mr. Taylor became inter- 


ested in the story of the two boys, 
Wells and McComas, who at the time 
u£ the British invasion during the 
war of 1812, shot General Boss as 
he stepped ashore at Baltimore. A 
monument to these boys is to be add- 
ed to the group on the Brandywine 
field. 


Principally through Mr. Taylor's 


efforts the Brandywino Battlefield 
association 
has 
beautified 
the 


grounds in many ways and has in- 
terested the people of the vicinity 
in the movement to preserve the Bev- 
olutlonary landmarks. 
Appropriate 


signs have been placed at the build- 
ings that were 
occupied 
as head- 


quarters by Washington, Lafayette 
and Howe, and efforts have been 
made to induce the state or the na- 
tional government to buy the land 
and convert it into a public park.

view of the crippled condition of this 
steamship and the consequent uncer- 
tainty of the date of her reaching 
that point, you hail some fast west- 
bound steamer for the purpose of 
transferring us thereto, or that the 
boat be put into Halifax, if feasible. 


" 'By the Saioon Passengers.' 


"That in reply Captain Pn=sow ex- 


plained the difficulties and dangers 
attending a transfer of passengers at 
sen,
